prevent pill abuse and theft 
by ridding their homes of po¬ 
tentially dangerous expired, 
unused, and unwanted pre- 
seription drugs. Bring your 
pills for disposal to Braeken 
County Fiscal Courthouse 

fioor) at 116 West Miami 
Street, Brooksville, KY. The 
service is free and anony¬ 
mous, no questions asked. 

In April, Americans 
turned in 450 tons (over 
900,000 pounds) of preserip- 
tion drugs at almost 5,500 
sites operated by the DEA 
and more than 4,200 of its 
state and local law enforce¬ 
ment partners. Overall, in 
its 13 previous Take Back 
events, DEA and its partners 
have taken in over 8.1 mil¬ 
lion pounds—about 4,050 
tons—of pills. 

This initiative addresses 
a vital publie safety and pub¬ 
lic health issue. Medicines 
that languish in home eabi- 
nets are highly susceptible to 
diversion, misuse, and abuse. 
Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the U.S. are alarm¬ 
ingly high, as are the num¬ 
ber of aecidental poisonings 
and overdoses due to these 
drugs. Studies show that a 
majority of abused preserip- 
tion drugs are obtained from 
family and friends, includ¬ 
ing from the home medi¬ 
cine cabinet. In addition, 
Americans are now advised 
that their usual methods for 
disposing of unused medi¬ 
cines—Hushing them down 
the toilet or throwing them 
in the trash—^both pose po¬ 
tential safety and health haz¬ 
ards.

Registration opens 
for circuit court 
clerk exam Monday 

Prospective candidates 
for the office of circuit court 
clerk must register for the 
Kentucky Circuit Court Clerk 
2018 Election Qualifying 
Exam between Oct. 16 and 
Nov. 8, 2017. The exam will 
take place Dec. 2, 2017, at 
Marriott Griffin Gate in Lex¬ 
ington. This is the only date 
and location for the exam. 

The elected office of cir¬ 
cuit court clerk will be on 
the ballot for all Kentucky 
counties in 2018. Pursuant to 
Supreme Court Rule 1.060, 
anyone who wants to run 
for the office must score at 
least 70 percent on the exam. 
County clerks will be noti¬ 
fied of applicants who are 
eligible to seek the office of 
circuit court clerk. 

More information, in¬ 
cluding the registration 
form and study materials, 
is available at www.courts. 
ky.gov/clerkexam. Questions 
regarding the exam should 
be directed to the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts

Circuit court clerks play 
an important role within the 
state court system. Circuit 
clerks are responsible for 
managing the records of Cir¬ 
cuit Court and District Court, 
Kentucky’s trial courts. Cir¬ 
cuit clerks file lawsuits and 
court documents, record 
legal forms, provide legal 
documents and other legal 
materials, are present dur¬ 
ing trials, schedule juries, 
receive and disburse money, 
maintain the jury system, ad¬ 
minister oaths, handle affida¬ 
vits, and issue driver licenses 
and non-driver identification 
cards. One circuit clerk is 
elected in each Kentucky 
county. They serve a term of 
six years.

Who Are CASA Volunteers? 

CASA Volunteers are EVERYDAY PEOPLE who care about children! A 
volunteer must be at least 21 years of age, pass a criminal background 
check and have a high school diploma and/or GED. Volunteers of the 
CASA Program for Bracken, Eleming, and Mason Counties, Inc. are com¬ 
passionate, objective, self-motivated individuals from our community 
who are trained to speak on behalf of abused and neglected children. 
They come from all walks of life and a variety of professional, educa¬ 
tional and ethnic backgrounds. Many volunteers work full-time, but 
others work part-time, stay at home or are retired. All are passionate and 
committed to helping abused and neglected children. 

What Are the Roles of a Casa Volunteer? 

Volunteers are officers of the court. They serve as an extra pair of 
''eyes and ears" for the District Judge in child abuse and neglect cases. 
CASAs meet with the child on their case and independently gather infor¬ 
mation from others who are involved in that child's life. This includes 
researching each child's situation and making objective recommenda¬ 
tions. CASA volunteers are frequently the one constant person in the 
child's life as they navigate the foster care system. The volunteer's sole 
objective is to represent the best interests of the child.

Week in Review

Each fall, just a few 
weeks before Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Awareness Month be¬ 
gins in October, many of the 
nation’s programs that serve 
those who have been battered 
or abused take a real-time 
census of their work over a 
24-hour period. By focusing 
on an otherwise normal day, 
we can better see the tragic 
reach of one of society’s most 
enduring problems. 

The most recent findings 
come from September 14, 
2016. On that Wednesday, 
these programs helped nearly 
73,000 victims, with more 
than 1,100 of those here in 
Kentucky. About 700 of them 
were protected in our shelters 
or transitional housing, while 
nearly 370 others received 
such assistance as counsel¬ 
ing or legal aid. Nearly 50 
more, however, could not be 
helped, at least that day, be¬ 
cause there was not enough 
space or resources. 

The United States began 
addressing domestic violence 
in a comprehensive way in 
the late 1960s. Kentucky 
took a major step forward 
in 1971, when the first rape 
crisis center opened, and five 
years later, the General As¬ 
sembly passed a law requir¬ 
ing the public to report any 
known or suspected cases of 
abuse or neglect. A year after 
that, the first spousal-abuse 
shelter opened in Louisville. 

By the mid-1980s 
- when Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month was first 
recognized nationally — we 
had shelters in all 15 area de¬ 
velopment districts. Around 
that time, Kentucky also au¬ 
thorized domestic violence 
orders (DVO), which the 


courts use to give victims 
an added layer of protection 
from those potentially seek¬ 
ing to harm them. 

In the years since then, 
legislators have done such 
other things as bar insurers 
from discriminating against 
domestic violence victims; 
increase training for law en¬ 
forcement; and crack down 
on repeat offenders. 

More recently, we ex¬ 
tended protective orders to 
include victims of dating vio¬ 
lence, stalking and sexual as¬ 
sault; and we made it easier 
for those covered by these 
types of orders to obtain con¬ 
cealed carry permits if they 
worried for their safety. We 
also set the stage to end a 
backlog of 3,000 untested 
rape kits, while ensuring fu¬ 
ture kits are handled much 
more quickly. 

Some of our initiatives 
made Kentucky a pioneer 
when it comes to protecting 
victims of violence. We were 
the first state in the nation, for 
example, to let victims quick¬ 
ly know if their offender is 
released from jail or has seen 
any other substantive change 
in his or her case. This sys¬ 
tem is also used to notify 
those with a protective order 
if their offender has bought a 
gun. 

In the academic study 
of domestic violence, mean¬ 
while, the University of Ken¬ 
tucky’s Center for Research 
on Violence Against Women 
plays a leading role. 

As noteworthy as all 
of these gains are, there is 
plenty of evidence indicating 
more needs to be done. Over 
the last year alone, two dozen 
victims across the common¬ 


wealth were killed because 
of domestic violence, while 
one national study found that 
a third of women are attacked 
or stalked by a partner at some 
point in their lifetime. There 
are also millions of children 
who are adversely affected 
and billions of dollars lost to 
cover health, economic and 
criminal justice expenses as¬ 
sociated with domestic vio¬ 
lence. One way or another, 
we all pay a high price. 

There is help if you are a 
victim or know someone who 
is. The National Domestic 
Violence Hotline is 1-800- 
799-SAFE (7233), and the 
adult and child abuse report¬ 
ing hot line is 877-597-2331. 
The Kentucky Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence 
has more information online 
(kcadv.org), as do our local 
shelters, the Kentucky Attor¬ 
ney General’s office and the 
Kentucky Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services. 

If you’d like to donate to 
a good cause, KCADV is tak¬ 
ing part in what is known at 
the Purple Purse Challenge. 
Every dollar raised goes to its 
emergency fund, which helps 
domestic violence survivors 
struggling to pay for such 
things as car repairs or rent. 
$31,000 was raised last year, 
and it helped 91 survivors.

title. He was followed up 
by Bracken County’s Bry¬ 
ant Curtis who finished 2^^ 
in 11:44.

Jesse 
Johnson finished in 15:19, a 
new personal best. 

“It was an exciting race, 
particularly with the way 
Conner led,” Coach Tim Lit- 
teral said. “Sometimes it’s 
difficult to have a big PR like 
that when you’re out in front 
by yourself, but he was very 
focused and hit the splits the 
way we strategized. All of 
our boys performed well, 
with several PRs and sea¬ 
son bests.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING A CODE 
ENFORCEMENT BOARD IN THE 
CITY OF BROOKSVILLE, KY 

This Ordinance, first read on May 11,2017 and passed 
on September 14, 2017, creates a Code Enforcement 
Board with three (3) members to be appointed by the 
Mayor and approved by Council. 

It sets out rules for appointment of members; term 
of office; removal from office, and the oath of office; 
organization of the board meetings and defines “quorum” 
as well as several other terms used in the Ordinance. It 
deals with conflict of interest matters and sets out the 
power of the Board, enforcement proceedings. It sets 
out matters related to hearing, notice, and final order; 
together with methods of presentation, appeals and final 
judgment. 

The Ordinance also contains a fine schedule and 
provides a lienholder notification system and describes 
the imposition of a lien on property by the City. 

Finally, it permits immediate action by the City in 
the event of a serious threat to public health, safety and 
welfare or if lack of immediate action would result in an 
irreparable or irreversable situation.
